While the bridge is now well underway, ground 
breaking ceremonies were held recently for a 
new hotel casino with 300 rooms and 50,000 
square feet of gaming area.

May is an excellent time of the year to take a 
stroll along the river walkway in Laughlin. Dur- 
ing the daytime the temperatures run generally 
in the low 90's and the evenings are a balmy 
mid-70's. The river walkway starts at the River- 
side Resort and ends at the Golden Nugget. 

Along the walkway ferry boats travel be- 
tween Arizona and Nevada and are at the Riv- 
erside, Edgewater, Colorado Belle and Pio- 
neer. There is also a water taxi service that goes 
from the Riverside to Harrah's with several 
stops in between. The ferry boats are free and 
the water taxi has a nominal charge. 

Riverboat tours can also be had from the 
Riverside, Edgewater, Pioneer, Gold River and 
soon to go on-line from Harrah's. The tours 
generally last about one and a half hours and 
are fully narrated. The general cost is around 
$10 per person. Most are air conditioned and 
have fullservice bars. You can also arrange bus 
tours to Oatman and Lake Havasu at the Colo- 
rado Belle. 

At the Regency and Edgewater there are 
cement platforms out onto the river where one 
can sit, relax and enjoy a snack or favorite 
beverage while enjoying the views of the river 
and Black Mountains in the background on the 
Arizona side. The Pioneer has a snack bar and 
beverage area where you can sit and enjoy the 
river as well as the Edgewater. 

The river walkway provides an excellent 
change of pace from the ‘fast action’ of the 
casinos or at best, an easy way to get from one 
casino to another without getting in you car and 
driving there.

So, while this project is very important to the 
welfare of the tribe, it will also greatly benefit 
many others within the outside communities of 
Laughlin and Bullhead City and their surround- 
ing areas as well. 

No one knows for sure exactly how beneficial 
this project will be for all concerned, but one 
thing is for sure - ithas been alongtime planning 
for and hard fought for. A lot of good will most 
definitely be seen from this vast project when it 
is finished in its entirety for everyone.

FISHING THE COLORADO RIVER 


BY CHET MORELAND (FISHING GUIDE) 


Spring fishing is always great and the month 
of May being just about the best. You can't beat 
the weather with our cool mornings and warm 
days which makes for perfect fishing. 

Striped bass start coming up the river from 
Lake Havasu in February or March and by May 
they are around Casino Row. The first couple of 
months they move around - not staying in any 
one place for long - then they start to school. 

There are certain conditions in a lake or river 
which cause bass to concentrate. One is cur- 
rent-water flow and another one is water tem- 
perature. Striped bass will congregate where 
the current is swiftest and in deep holes. They 
will stay there as long as there is food - there are 
some big fish in the river this year! 

They don't get big by biting on just anything 
that comes along, you have to be cagey and fool 


the larger fish. Use lines they can't see and the 
presentation has to make them strike your lure 
or bait. Striped bass is a fierce feeding fish. 
Chumming makes them come up for food. You 
can use just about any kind of rod for striped 
bass, from fly rod to surf rods. Spinning gear is 
infinitely easier to cast though than a fly road. 

You've probably heard the old saying that an 
expert fisherman is one who fishes in his back- 
yard. By virtue of having covered that water 
over and over, he usually gets to know it inti- 
mately. 

You'll find many things to do and see in 
Laughlin, fishing being one of them. With the 
splendid views of the mountain peaks and the 
chance of catching "Moby Dick", it is a great 
experience.

The colorful past of the lower Colorado 
River area is the subject of GHOSTS OF 
THE ARIZONA COAST, a new book just 
released. 

Historian Paul Taylor hasn't missed much 
in his fine collection of yarns as he leads the 
armchair reader on a journey back to the 
days when steamboats were the lifeline of 
miners and merchants who settled Arizona 
Territory. 

Tales include stories about postmaster 
Jesus Daniels, whose enthusiasm for pros- 
pecting left him little time for postal duties; 
Tom Hamilton, the judge who ran a combi- 
nation store, saloon, brothel, and court- 
room; and La Paz, the settlement known for 
its bad men, worst whiskey, and wicked- 
ness. 

Historic photographs, stories, and anec- 
dotes introduce the pioneers of namesakes 
like Hardyville, Katherine, Ehrenberg, and 
Callville. 

Stories are also devoted to the Mojave 
Indians, the mining camps of Chloride and 
Oatman, the railroad camp of Kingman, the 
infamous Oatman massacre, and the per- 
sonalities of the officers and men at Ft. 
Mohave. 

Taylor's book is a welcome addition to the 
mystique Colorado River and should make 
good reading for the aspiring historian and 
those interested in the Arizona Coast.
